The Great Meteor. 

A brilliant meteor was observed in 
Philadelphia, about eleven o’clock, on 
Thursday evening, May 20th, and was 
noticed ‘Trom several widely remote 
positions in the United States. <Ac- 
counts have been received from New 
York, Hartford and Boston. The 
meteor is described as fully as large as 
the famous meteor of 1859, and as. first 
red in color and afterwards green. In 
Philadelphia, it appeared to shoot 
across the heavens from southwest to 
northeast, leaving a brilliant trail, 
casting shadows in the street. The 
same appearance is described at Hart- 
ford, where the meteor grew rapidly 
from the size of a star to a large ball 
of fire. The Boston account says the 
color was scarlet, and the size that of 
a twelve-pound cannon ball. The 
New York account varies from the 
others in the direction of the flight of 
the meteor, which, it is reported, shot 
across the horizon at a point ten de- 
grees northwest of Altair, moving 
over an acre of thirty degrees in a 
northwesterly direction. However, as 
the time during which the phenome- 
non lasted did not occupy more than 
five seconds, great accuracy of descrip- 
tion cannot be obtained except from 
practised observers.

TRADE, 

We have very little to say of trade that 
has not been said a half dozen times be- 
fore during the week. Itis dull. Even 
the additional activity displayed as a gen- 
eral thing on Saturday was barely percep- 
tible to-day. - Prices are muchthe same as 
last reported, though meats are not so 
firm, while receipts are very light. 

The folowing, which is taken from the 
Louisville Courier, may interest some of 
our readers. Whether any of the sugar 
or coffee has réached this city is as vet un- 
known, but we learn that there is a Govy- 
ernment official in town whose business 
is closely mixed up withthe matter, The 
(ourier Says: 

Not long since 1000 boxes of sugar sini 
693 sacks of coffee, upon whieh the unpaid 
import duty amounted to $27,000 in gold, 
were spirited away from New Orleans, 
and sent to different parts of the country. 
The sugar was transferred to barrels he- 
fore shipment from New Orleans, and half 
of it came to this city, consigned lo the 
commission house of Brannin & Summers, 
Within a few days, James P. Luse, ('ol- 
lector of the port of Louisville, has seized 
all the sugar that came here, finding it in 
five different houses, In possession of 
Moore, Bremaker & Co., he found 188 bar- 
rels; Gardner & Co. had 159 barrels; Block 
& Co. had 43 barrels; Lane & Bartlett had 
33 barrels; and Stege.& Reiling had 11 
barrels. 

The delinquency, it is feared, isin the 
New Orleans Custom House, and it will 
probably be traeed to its true source. The 
parties here having the sugar in their vos- 
session are believed to be entirely inno- 
cent, but the property having become for- 
feited in consequence of the non-payment 
of duties, they, by the workings of the 
law, lose it all. 

What became of the sugar and coftce 
shipped to other. points we are not ad- 
vised, but it is mot known that any more 
than what has already been discovered 
found a market in this city. 

By the regulations of the late Internal 
Rollins, ci- 
war manufacturers have been forbidden to 
sell seraps, refuse and clippings, unless 
they gave bond as tobacco manufac turers, 
and paid speeialtax as such. This re- 
quirement was exceedingly oppressive 
and annoying, and the classes interested 
will be glad to learnofits removal, (Com- 
missioner Delano, in a Jetter tothe As- 
sessor at Buffalo, has the followi ing, Which, 
it will be seen, makes the inatter easier 
for the cigar makers: 

Dealers in manufactured tobacco, who 
haye on hand serap tobacco which they 
sell for use orconsumption as smoking 
tobaceo, are required to pack and stamp 
the same before sale, but they will not he 
required to pay special tax and give bond 
as manufacturers of tobacco for so doing. 

Dealers in leaf tobacco who put up for 
use or eonsumption seraps, waste or de- 
(deposits of tobacco, resulting from the 
handling of leaf, would be regarded, un- 
der the 20th section of the act of July 20, 
1868, as manufacturers of tobaceo, and are 
liable to pay special tax and give bonds as 
Suc h, 

A dealer who makes it a part of his bus- 
iness to cut plug into smoking tobacco 
must pack and stamp the same as required 
by law. 
‘The law imposes a tax of 16 cents per 
pound onall refuse, scraps and sw 
of tobacco, and requires that it shall 
put upin packages of 2,4, Sand 16 pounds 
each, 
Cigar manufacturers, who do not make 
a business of putting up for use of con- 
ton, scraps, waste, clippings, etc., 
but simply all the scraps and refuse which 
accumulate from their business as cigar 
manufacturers, and which are incidental to 
such business, will not be required to pay 
a special tax as tobaceo manufacturers, or 
with the other requirements of 
law relating to tobacco manufacturers, ex- 
cept those provisions which relate to pack- 
ing and stamping their waste scraps, 
sweepings, etc., When sold or offered for 
sale, for use or consumption, 
From the fifteenth annual review of the 
Commercial Exchange, we 
extract the following interesting and ex- 
traordinary statistics; ‘‘ The import trade 
of Philadelphia, for the five years ending 
in 1825, averaged twelve millions of dol- 
lars a year. In the next fifteen vears, 
from 1826 to 1840, it averaged but eleven 
millions a year; froim 1841 to 1845, 
it averaged but seven millions a 
year; but. from the year 1546 to 1850 
it went up again to an average of ten 
millions a year, From 1851 to 1855, il av- 
eraged seventeen millions a year, and from 
1256 to 1860 fifteen and a quarter millions. 
Then there was a great decrease, from 1861 
to 1865, showing an average of but seven 
and a half millions, the lowest point being 
reached in 1865, when the aggregate im- 
ports amounted to but $5,640,755. Since 
then there has been a rapid increase, the 
figures for the last three years showing 
respectively a yearly aggregate of imports 
of $7,331,261 for 1 14,171,765 for- 1867, 
and $14,749. 056 for 1868,
